The w ells, w hich were 
sunk on tile M eyers farm , near New 
P ennington, and on tile D raping farm , 
near Slabtow n, were shot M onday af 
ternoon. 
N o signs of oil w ere found 
in eith er of these w ells and b u t little 
gas w as found in the New P ennington 
well. 
Tile w ell on the D raping farm 
is producing a sm all flow of gas 
W hile those holes w ere giving d isap ­ 
p ointing results, it is understood th at

w ork of sinking a num ber of

Goshen. lad.. May 24.—W hen three 
men were arrested in a resort at E lk­ 
hart, pleaded guilty without knowing 
the penalty, were sent to jail for ten 
days, in spite of offers to pay heavy 
fines, the people of northern Indiana 
obtained their first intim ate knowledge 
of the new law that sends frequenters 
of gam bling rooms and other resorts 
to jail in spite of all they can do. 
The three men arrested in this in­ 
stance were prom inent in many ways. 
One is a political leader and has had 
high honors from his lodge. 
A nother 
was to have m arried in a few days. 
They all gave assum ed names. 
W hen 
the new spapers of northern Indiana, 
them selves surprised at the severity of 
the new law, told cf the punishm ent of 
these three men, It began to look like 
there would have to tie a receivership 
for every gam bling house in northern 
Indiana. Some of th** resorts just fold­ 
ed up their tents and m arched away. 
It had been a habit In many places 
for a gam bling house keeper to guar­ 
antee protection to his patron, and for 
m any years there has not been a single 
case of a visitor to a gam bling room 
being required to pay the expense of 
his arrest 
The proprietor ‘fixed" it 
all. 
But th e worst blow fell from 
Judge Dodge in the circuit court here. 
W hen the grand jurors came before 
him for instructions, he advised them 
to indict every man who owned a 
building w here gam bling is carried on.
